London, Dec. 27.— No littlo indigna- 
tion is expressed at tho offices of the 
English Hast African Company, in this 
city, regarding tho report that came to- 
day from 7, ati/.ibar to the olloct that the 
company not only winked at slavery but 
actually contributed its assistance to Arab 
slave dealers to carry on the infamous 
trailic.

The company, nevertheless, ro- 
peats its denials, and asserts that somo 
trafficked trader, who has not been al- 
lowed to import slaves, has fabricated tho 
story to revenge himself. MeKinnon, 
secretary of the company, is at present 
in Scotland, and his subordinates in Lon- 
don refuse to talk of the uiattor, con- 
tenting themselves by merely denying 
the statements.

The African Slave Trade. 

London, Dec. 27-— Tho English East 
African Company deny that any agree- 
ment has been entered into by the com- 
pany with the Arabs regarding traffic in 
slaves. He says tho only act of the com- 
pany's agents in reference to paying for 
slaves was Mr. Mackenzie's in paying for 
tho liberation of 140 slaves.

London, Dec. 27.— The British steamer 
Belgravia, from Bombay for New "York, 
has been in collision in tho Suez Canal 
with tho British ship Amana, from Liver- 
pool for Bombay. Both are badly dam- 
aged.

The Police Break Up a Procession. 

London, Doo. 24.— Robert Cunning- 
ham Graham, member of Parliament, ud- 
dressed a meeting of unemployed work- 
women last night. A procession of work - 
ingmen, which arrived from Kensington, 
was attacked by tho police and dispersed. 
It is reported that several severe strug- 
gles took placo between the police and 
paraders.

Piiiladkuhia, Dec. 27. — The brigan- 
tine .losofii arrived from Monteigo Bay, 
Jamaica, and reports that on her out- 
ward trip from Now York, while discharg- 
ing cargo at, Arroga, Porto Rico, sho was 
seized by the Spanish authorities because 
twenty packages of cornstarch which were 
marked on tho manifest could not bo 
found, and was held until a line of §4,000 
had boen paid, although the value of the 
missing goods did not oxcoed $20.

The owner has 
filed a complaint against the Spanish gov- 
ernment with Secretary Bayard. 

A Kongli Yoynice to 'Frisco. 

S\.\ Francisco, Dec. 27. —Tho schoon- 
er Letitia, which left Port Madison 33 
days ago for this port with a cargo of ashea 
for fertilizing and a deckload of lumber, 
was towed in to-duy from Drake's Bay, 
whom sho sought refuge yesterday. Capt. 
Midler reports that his vessel was in all 
tho storms in the early part of the month, 
during which part of her deokload was 
washed overboard and some of her sails 
wero blown into ribbons. Tho schooner 
sprang a leak, but fortunately her pumps 
were sufficiently large to keep her hull 
clear of water, though it was only by tho 
hardest work that she was prevented from 
becoming waterlogged. The provisions 
and water became scarce and all hands 
had to be cut down to short rations. Yes- 
terday, the captain put into Drake's Bay, 
where ho obtained necessary supplies and 
ho telegraphed hero for assistance. A 
tug went up and brought the Lotitia down 
to-day. 

Suicide of n Prominent Poll! Irian. 

Cincinnati, O. , Dec. 27.— Ex-Judge 
Robert A. Johnston committed suicide 
this morning by shooting himself through 
tho head. Ho was ono of the most 
prominent Democratic politiciansin south- 
ern Ohio. Depression on account of the 
death of his wifo is supposed to be the 
cause. 

A TTIckcil Pliyslrlnn. 

Escanatjau, Mich., Dec. 27-— Dr. Mul- 
liken, an old physician of this place, 
heretofore baaring a gilt-edged reputa- 
tion, was arrested to-day charged with 
ruining forty young girls. Ho was re- 
leased on bail and has flod the town. The 
town is terribly excited and throaton to 
tear Mulliken limb from limb if he is re- 
captured. 

Tke Opium Smnggling KuslncHft. 

Bismarck, Dak., Dec. 27. — James 
Curran, arrested for smuggling opium 
from Canada into the States, had an ex- 
amination here yesterday, and is hold for 
trial. Ho pleaded ignorance of tho nature 
of the contents of tho packages which ho 
brought across tho border. It is believed 
that on his trial developments of a start- 
ling nature will occur and several promi- 
nent and wealthy men will bo implicated 
in tho opium smuggling business. 

<:tiargc<l Willi Arson. 

Chicago, Dec. 27 — Phillip O. Paulis, 
who was so badly burned at the fire in 
Supe's grocery store, died at tho hospital 
this morning. Before his death Paulis 
mado a statement in which ho insisted 
his first story was true. Ho declared he 
did not know Stipe and was not in the 
store. Frank Stipe, proprietor of the 
store, was arrested last night and charged 
with arson. Ho was hold to appear in tho 
criminal court. 

Ernr.tus Wimnn's Slory. 

New Yokk, Dec. 27.— Erastus Wiman 
returned to this city this morning from 
his trip to Montreal. His mission to Can-

The 
Littlo Ohio was spoken off Cape Lisburn, 
October 3rd. A few days afterward Cap- 
tain McGregor, of ono of tho steam 
whalers, passed near Cape Lisburn.

Finally ho turned on Burns and 
hit him a terrible blow, disfiguring his 
face and knocking him down. Mitchell 
then ran upstairs. A uumbor of local 
sports and pugilists were present, and a 
row ensued, which was quieted by the 
calling of the patrol wagon. The Mitcholl 
party were hooted and egged by the Sul- 
livan sympathizers when giving their 
exhibition in the evening.

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AN UNPALATABLE PROPOSAL, 

There is n very pretty quarrel going on 
just now botwuon Mr. Eraatus Winmn 
and directors and shareholders of tho 
Montreal Telegraph Company. Somo 
time ago tho Montreal Company leased 
their lines to tho Great Northwestern 
Telegraph Company on condition of get- 
ting a dividend of eight por cent, por an 
uum on their stock. Tlio receipts of tho 
Great Northwestern have, it appears, 
owing to tho depression in agriculture the 
competition of tho Canadian Pacilic Com 
pany and other causes, declined, and it 
does not feol ill a position to pay tho Moil 
treal men their oight per cont. according 
tn contract. Mr. Wiman as President of 
tho Great Northwestern asks thoin to 
accept six per cent, instead of eight. Ho 
of course enters into explanations showirii 
why the company ho represents is not ma 
position to moot its engagements, what 
tho cause of loss is, and what has boen the 
deficiency for tho last twelve months- 
But the Montreal stockholders do not re- 
gard his explanations as Hiillieiont, and 
tlioy refuse to accept the reduction of 
twenty-live por cent. Mr. Andrew Allan, 
Presidei, t of the Montreal Company, in 
his reply, says : "The subject matter of 
Loth letter and circular having been care- 
fully considered by tho board, and the 
contents of the circular having been found 
to be misleading and incorrect, tho direct- 
ors aro constrained to withhold thoir con- 
sont and countenance to tho distribution 
of matter evidently intended to create 
uneasiness in the minds of the sharehold- 
ers, anyjreason for which tho board be- 
lieve does not exist." This is very plain 
speaking. The Montreal newspapers are 
equally severe on Mr. Winmn, and ho gets 
peppered from Toronto as well, It is 
quite evidontthat theapostlu of commercial 
union would got a pretty warm reception 
if he ventured to pay Montreal a visit 
just now. His critics, like Mr. All 
evidently regard his proposal to reduce 
the dividend as a piece of sharp practice 

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

It was noticed that while M. DeLesaepa 
was engaged in cutting tho Panama Canal 
with a fair prospect of completing the 
undertaking the American newspapers, 
with scarcely an exception, regarded his 
operations with almost undisguised hostil- 
ity. They magnified tho difficulties of 
the work and repealed with exaggerations 
every unfavorable report. It appeared as 
if they wished M. DeLossops to fail and 
were ready to do what they could to un- 
dermine tho confidence of tho world in 
his enterprise, and to bring ab'Uta col- 
lapse. This attitude of the United States 
journals was tho more inexplicable as 
their country would bo by far tho greatest 
gainer by M. DoLessopa' success. While 
tho Panama Canal was boing constructed 
somo enterprising Americans set on foot 
a rival project. They proposed to cut a 
canal across the continent which they do- 
elarod would bo in many respects hotter 
and cost very much leaa than tho Panama 
Canal. Their scheme was to make tho 
, San Juan River and Lako Nicaragua pari 
of their water-way. The excavations on 
that route would be comparatively small 
and they would get over tho difficulties of 
level by a series of locks at each end of 
thuir canal. Its length would not bo 
more than 1-10 inilos. The work would 
not, they calculated, cost moro than $100,- 
000,001), The route was surveyod and 
molded men declared their roadiness to 
undertake the work, but for some reason 
or other Congress could not bo prevailed 
uponjto grant tho company a charter. 
The iiewspapors that porsistently decried 
the Panama Canal gave tho Nicaragua 
Canal every possible encouragoinont. 
They pronounced the project feasible and 
assorted that the uiotioy to build it could 
easily bo raised. Yet, time wont on and 
very little indeed was done towards build- 
ing tho canal . Now that M. DfiLesscps' 
project has failed tho advocates of tho 
Nicaragua Canal have renewed their agita- 
tion. They are trying to got the charter 
that, has buen so long denied them, Once 
fully authorized they will bogin the work 
energetically and thoy oxpoct to have it 
woll under way before tho French com- 
pany have Lime to got out of tho difficul- 
ties in which they aro struggling. It 
may happen* howevorj that tho influences 
which t lie Nicaragua Company have not 
hitherto beon able to counteract, may 
t»gaiii,i'oiidor thoir efforts in Congrcsauud 
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in tho lobbies to obtain a charter of 
avail. It is said that tho opponents 
tho Nicaragua ichemo have boen in 
pay of tho Panama Company. That may 
bo, but it soomB to us that tho Pacific 
Railway companies may have had some- 
thing to do with the failure of tho proj 
•tors of tho Nicaragua Caual to obtain a 
charter. 



A LAMENTABLE SHOWING. 

Tho publicist often moots with facts 
that are both surprising and disheartening. 

It was an'articlo of tho faith of the party 
of progress in tho United States and olso 
where that as education became gonera 
crime would decrease. It was considered 
that if tho educated man would not rof rain 
from committing crimes because it is 
wicked to violate the laws of God and 
man, ho would obey those laws because it 
is foolish and in every way inexpedient to 
violate them. Ho would bo a moro sen- 
sible if lie was not a hotter man than the 
uninstructed citizen. Public opinion and 
tho restraints of society would, it was con 
tended, have a greater influence ovor men 
who receive somo intollectual and mora 
culture than they liavo over those whoso 
education is entirely neglected. Tho ar- 
guments wore specious and appeared to 
lie sound. But some enquiries into tho 
criminology of the United States appear 
to lend to tho conclusion that tho moral 
influence of education is not nearly an 
groat as tho advocutes of jirogross bo 
lieved it to bo. Mr. Wines, an Ameri- 
can statistician, has colloetod somo facts 
and compiled some ligures which must 
have shocked many belierurs in the rolin- 
ing and elevating effects of modern pro- 
gross and of popular education. Ho hna 
boon searching tho records of the criminal 
courts of tile United States and tho result 
of his enquiries isthus summed up: "jud 
ing by the number of commitments, yoar 
by yoar, to our ponitontiariea and Stat 
prisons crimo has increased in tho United 
SUtoi relatively to tho population since 
the war by not loss than one-third." Mr. 
Wines is nut blind to the fact that tho 
greator accuracy of the returns of late 
years may iu some degree modify this con- 
clusions, but after making every allowance 
for this, he is quite satisfied that crimo in 
tho United States has during the last 
thirty-eight years very materially in- 
creased. In tho yoar 1850 tho ratio of 
persons committed to prison was 290 to 
tho million of tho population, iu 1800 it 
was 607 to the million, in 1870 it was 853 
to tho million, and in 1880 it was 1,169 to 
tho million. It will be observed that tho 
increase was steady and continuous. Ad- 
mitting that tho returns woro carelessly 
nindo out in the first two decades and that 
the increase was not so great as tho figures 
indicate, the improvement, if any, must 
have boen in the last decade; yet wo soo 
that botweon 1870 and 1880 the increaso 
was very groat. Tho prison statistics aro, 
perhaps, moro reliable than tho records of 
tho commitments. Mr. Wines found that 
in 1850 that there wore iu the peniten- 
tiaries and states prisons one to every ,'),- 
418 of tho population of the country, in 
1800 ono to 1,047, in J 870 one to 1,17: 
ia 1880 one to 855. Mr. Wines' view of the 
increase of criminality in the Unitod States 
is confirmed by Mr. George R. Stetson, 
who in a paper iu the Princeton Review, 
says: " In 1850 Massachusetts had one 
prisoner to 804 of the population, and in 
1880 ono in 487. Tho increase in tho 
population of that state from 1850 to 1880 
was 79 per cont, while tho increase of the 
prison population was 11)11 per cent. The 
increase of the population from 1850 to 
1887 wa3 99 per cent, and the increase of 
prisoners in tho penal institutions within 
tho state 'J'2Q por cont." Ono very un 
pleasant feature in tho criminal statistics 
of the United States is the increasing pro 
portion which native born criminals boar 
to those of foreign birth. It is generally 
supposed that tho great bulk of tho crim- 
inals of the United States aro foreigners, 
but this opinion will bo greatly modified 
by tho lamentable facts brought to light 
by the two American investigators. Mr. 
Stetson says of Massachusetts: ''In 1851 
we had but ono native prisoner to 1.207 
of population, and in 1880 one to 015.' 
Mr. Wines, who duds with tho criminality 

f the whole Republic, says: " The por 
centagaof foreign born prisoners as coin 
pared with that of native.) is very much 
loss now than it was in 1850. Now it is 
a little less than double, but, then it was 
more than live times that of tho native 
priaouora. In other words, tho in- 
creaso of crimo has beon very 
much (rreator among the nativo than 
among the foreign population. It ia nut 
encouraging to know that this increase of 
crimo has takon place contemporaneously 
with an increaso iu schools, churches, 
libraries, and social organizations of many 
kinds, all intended to keep men iu the 
paths of virtuo. Hut it is not safo hnstily 
to generalize from facts such as those, 
for wo liud that in Groat Britain, where 
education has become more general and 
whore other means of intellectual and 
moral improvement have become moro 
easily accessible to tho people, crime has 
of late years perceptibly decreased. The 
position of Canada is in many respects 
similar to that of tho United States. Has 
the number of criminals in this country 
increased in a greator ratio than its popu- 
lation '/ Wo have Been somewhere that 
t has. Tins is a mattor well worth on- 
puiring into. Is Canada, if she is phari- 
saically disposed, in a position to say to 
her neighbor, tho Great Republic, "Stand 
aside, I am holier than thou," or must 
she also, with shame and confusion of 
fuoo, confess her sins and shortcomings 
and seek diligently for some means of 
elevating her sons and her daughters and 
of keeping moro of them in tho strait 
and narrow way. Tho question opened 
up by Mr. Wines and Mr. Stetson is ono 

f grave social and political import, 
and affects not one country alone, but 
ovury civilized andeivilizable nation under 
the sun.

Thoy took no 
trouble to hide their evil practices, and 
any ono who, in tho interests of humanity 
and morality, interfered between them 
and their victims was sure to feel tho of 
fecta of their vengeance. It must bo hu 
initiating to the members of Congress to 
liud that they made claims which thoy 
could not justify and cumo near having a 
serious misunderstanding with a friendly 
power, in ordor to enrich such a sot of 
brutal ruffians as thoBo men have been 
shown to be. Tho enquiry will no doubt 
have tho effect of putting it out of the 
power of tho Alaska Fur Company's peo- 
ple to oppress, ill-use and demoralize the 
unfortunate natives with whom they come 
ill contact.

When he came to Detroit, B young man in 
quest of employment, he found a friend in 
one of Dottoit'a most prominent inhabitants.

Bees are most easily as well as more profit- 
ably mannged in a good movable frame hive 
than in the old gum log or box hivea of 60 
years ago. 

Those who have bees which have failed 
to swarm, should make them increase by tho 
mode of artificial swarming, which is a much 
en6ier nnd safer mode than to allow them 
to swarm in the old-fashioned wily. 

Always mnke your purchases of queens 
which have been raised on strong, full stocks, 
as well as from reliable breeders who do not 
rear their queens in nudes hives ns these 
are short-lived ami give poor satisfaction. 

To insure good results from a given num- 
ber of bees ono must keep them strong in 
number; nnd this is only accomplished in 
seeing well to their having a good prolific 
queen. Herein lies one of the secrets of suc- 
cessful bee-keeping. 

The Italian queens are more prolifio than 
the common native queens, ns well as more 
amiable and easier found among tho many 
thousand of bees in a gootl stock. The 
Italian and Cyprian bees are by far tho l est 
and most industrious workers, often wori-iug 
on the blooms of the red clover and many 
other honey producing plants, which our 
native bees do not. 

It is a fact that a gootl prolific queen will 
lay 500,000 eggs in ISO days. Much egg to 
produce a worker bee, must he properly 
nursed and matured in the cells of the small- 
er size, and those producing drones arc 
reared in the larger cells called drone brood, 
they being the nude bees. All eggs which 
produce worker bees are female in sex, and 
can be converted into royal queens at any 
time before they are seven days old, pro- 
vided always the stock have lost their moth- 
er queen. This special labor is allotted to 
the young worker bees, not over fourteen 
days old, which are properly called the 
"nurse bees," and really perforin quite all 
the labor inside of the hive, after which they 
take the place of the older bees which arc 
hourly and daily passing away. What a 
world of thought as well as ot science, there 
is to be found in the proper management of 
the ever busy little beea. 



Why People Commit Suicide. 

An English physician, Dr. Westeott by 
name, has written a rather entertaining little 
book on the subject of suicide. According 
to him hanging is the most prominent means 
of suicide. Drowning conies next. Women 
are especially fond 'of watery graves, ft 
some reason or other. People have a', o 
killed themselves by voluntary starvation, 
eating horse hair and swallowing pennies 
The impression is general that the gloc-r i 
months of the year are those in which lb 
majority of suicides occur. Statistics, ho 
ever, Completely reverse this opinion t; 
show that it is in the two brightest and n:"i 
beautiful months, May and June, that the 
greatest number of self-destructions occur. 
In the large class of suicides proceeding from 
disappointment ami misery, the very contrast 
between the beauty of nature and the stnto 
of mind of the sufferer must, in many cases, 
be unbearable and precipitate the fatal act. 
Here are some figures, obtained a short time 
ugo from Coroner Ashbridge, in regard to 
deaths from suicide in New York on one 
year:

Fow of us are conscious of suf- 
fering from Jack of a bill of faro when we 
lino or breakfast with a friend. Why 
should not tho railway company take tho 
placo of tho friend and simply servo an ex- 
cellent breakfast according to tho judg- 
ment of its cartoror, who knows far bettor 
how to Horvo ono than the average passen- 
ger does how to order it."

Tho first exhibition of the Victoria Dog 
and Poultry Association was declarod 
open to tho public at four o'clock yostor- 
day afternoon, by His Honor the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and Mrs. Nelson; among 
the visitors present being Mr. D. M. 
Eberts, president; and Lieut. -Col. Prior, 
M. P., treasurer of tho society; Chief J us- 
tico Sir Matthow B. Begbio, Hon. Judgo 
O'Riolly, Mr. F. S. Barnard, M. P., and 
a large number of ladies and gentlemen of 
social prominence, 

The delicious music of "C" Battery 
band was mingled with the occasional 
howling of tho homesick canines and tho 
cackling of the foitli, as the visitors in- 
spected the exhibits and commented on 
their individual excellencies. 

Passing down the right, on ontoring, a 
number of splendid setters, of all tho po- 
culiar breeds, are first visited. Then 
come grey-hounds, deer-hounds, retriev- 
ers and all the other intelligent friends of 
tlio sportsmen ; with several sturdy mas- 
titis occupying a prominent position at tho 
Viow street end of the rink. Spaniels and 
pet dogs of many kinds are found in full 
force; while "toy" dogs, no biggor than 
kittens are not lifty foot away from tho 
family of Great Danes, Danish boar 
hounds, massive creatures, witli fuultlesa 
symmetrical limbs, and almost speaking 
eyes. The handsome annuals are the 
property of Mr. Meyor of Port Towusond, 
and are apparently the visitors' favorites. 
In all, over 150 dogs aro exhibited and 
each and all are splendid specimens of tho 
canino race. 

THE POULTRY EXHIBIT, 

which occupies tho contro of the rink, is 
as good as it is varied. Every description 
of barnyard and fancy fowl is bIiowii, and 
the birds are, as a whole, tho finest over 
Been at any exhibition given on the Paci- 
fic coast. 

In pigeons, all the fancy beauties are 
exhibited, tho magnificent dovecots of 
Mrs. Porrin and other city fanciers being 
well represented. Antwerpa, nuns, owls, 
fantails, poutors and almost overy other 
variety, fill the coops — placod just on top 
of the cages containing tho pet cats. A 
substantial board partition is between 
them, however, and tlioy got along very 
well together. 

Tho cat show is a thoroughly good ono. 
There aro about a dozen tabbies, oach 
with the traditional pink ribbon about 
its neck. Almost all aro computing for 
tho honor of being tho largest cat in Vic- 
toria. One of them looks as if he would 
tip tho beam at about 18 pounds or there- 
abouts, and divides his attention botwoon 
tho pigeons, on which he looks with 
hungry eye, and the dogs, with a view to 
combat. Canaries are shown of all the 
various breeds, and tho lovers of bird 
music will find all thoir housohold favor- 
ites shown at tho Yates street end of tho 
rink. 

During yostorday afternoon, tho trick 
dogs woro put through an elaborate pro- 
gramme by their owners, and the per- 
formance was again repeated in the 
ovening. Tho rink is very conve 
niently arranged with a viow to seeing 
all tho exhibits at their best, and the elec 
trie light will bo placed in position to 
night, when the show can bo seen more 
satisfactorily than last ovening. 

Tho association has worked energoti 
cally and intelligently to make tho pres- 
ent exhibition the finest allow of dog, 
poultry, and pot stock ever hold on the 
coast, and all who have visited the rink 
will unhesitatingly affirm that they have 
fully accomplished all that was under- 
taken. The judges eompletod thoir work 
in one department last evening, and the 
following is tho prize list of tho 
DOGS.

TIRED OE LIFE. 

Thomas Thompson Makes a Determined Effort 

to Commit Hnleldo by Cutting His 
Throat with a Razor. 

Shortly after eight o'clock yestorday 
morning Dr. Milne wr.s summoned in 
haste to tlio home of Thomas Thompson, 
a gunsmith doing business on Johnson 
street in this city, and who rosidos on 
Albert street, not far from the Royal 
Hospital; being informed that Thompson 
had attempted suicide and was dying from 
loss of blood. The doctor hurried at once 
to the scene of the tragedy and found 
Thompson had, with a razor, cut his 
throat from ear to oar, severing the wind- 
pipe. He was completely oxhaustod and 
tho blood was still gushing from the jag- 
ged wound in his nock. A friend was 
supporting the unfortunate man, who ap- 
pealed to bo perfectly sane and who was 
sitting in a chair too weak to riso. Tho 
wound was quickly dressed, despite tho 
fooblo opposition ofl'orod by tho would-bo 
suicide, who was determined to tako his 
own life. 

After tho doctor had attended to tho 
wound, he asked tho patient how ho felt 
and Thompson, although scarcoly able to 
articulate, replied that ho wished he wsb 
dead, and made an effort to tear open the 
wound in his neck, which was between 
Bix and seven inches in longth. Seoing 
that the unfortunate man would roquire 
constant watching to prevont him from 
carrying out his intention of 
self-destruction, Dr. Milne communicated 
with the police aud an officer was placed 
in charge of tho house. 

Thompson for some timo past has given 
way tn fits of despondenoy, owing, it is 
said, to business troubles; and has acted 
vory strangely in his home of lato. Sev- 
eral weeks ago while visiting a mainland 
mining camp, ho was lost in the woods 
for upwards of two weeks, and his terrible 
experiences during that timo aro, by some, 
thought to have unsettled his mind. 

Nothing peculiar in his actions was 
noticed on Wednesday, or by his wifo 
early on Thursday morning. When she 
first called him to breakfast, he replied 
that he would bo up in a minute, and re- 
|Uested her not to keep breakfast wait 
nig. Sho called him again and rocoivir.g 
answer, opened the door and found 
him standing with the dripping ra/.or in 
hand, and the terrible evidence of his 
awful crime before her eyes. 

His family consists of a wife and throo 
children and his domestic relations have 
always been tho most happy. It is thought 
that his self-inflicted injuries will not 
prove fatal, although tho attempt to de- 
stroy himself was most deliberate and de- 
termined.
